Wheaton called back on 23 January and said 
he had discussed this at some length with Admiral Anderson, 
and that the Admiral felt quite strongly that In view of all 
of the recent publicity the DCI and the CIA has had, it >?&s 
important that the DCI appear, if at all possible, at the 
start of the FFIAB discussions Thursday morning. 

3. Wheaton requests that your discussion focus on the 
impact on the Intelligence Community and the consequent 
problems which the DCI faces as a result of:
